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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's claims are now encompass plasmids comprising an operably-linked secretion signal. Such matter 
has not been considered before for its scope, and must be examined for the possibility of comprising new matter. Moreover, Applicant has 
now cancelled the requirement of the promoter to be macrophage specific, and therefore, such also requires consideration for the 
presence of new matter. Furthermore, Applicant is reminded that, even though the limitations require consideration for new matter and 
further consideration, it is Applicant's burden to demonstrate possession of the amended claims, and it is the examiner's duty to find 
support for Applicant. 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicant's proposed cancellation of claims 2,5-8,13,17- 
25,27-30,32, and 35-39 would overcome all objections and/or rejections of such claims, as the rejections/objections would be rendered 
moot. With regard to the enablement of the proposed amended claims, Applicant's amendments address the rejections, however, further 
considerations are required (ABOVE). 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As noted the request does not place the 
application in condition for allowance, as the scope of the secretion signal sequence in the claimed invention requires further 
consideration and may contain new matter. With regard to the section entitled "other matters", such are not rejections, but simply 
information to help Applicant draft their claims, consistent with the intent of compact prosecution. 
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
